One function of the annual meeting of RaRa is to 
elect its officers to serve for the following year.

The annual election is an important event for 
the members of RaRa as it determines the leader- 
ship of the organization for the coming two years.

VHF FORMAL TRAFFIC NETS; 


WHY NOT?

While nearly everyone on vhf/ fm is familiar with 
informal type nets where any traffic is passed usu- 
ally without any format it may be of interest to 
know that formal traffic is passed nightly in the 
2M FM band. 


The Western District Net meets each of seven 
nights a week at 9:30 p.m. promptly to allow 
formal written traffic to enter and exit western 
New York amateur stations. The W.D.N. activ- 
ity is found most often on the W2ZIA repeater at 
Weathersfield(146.04/146.64). Incase of prob- 
lems on that repeater, the alternate is WB2IID 
(144.71/145.31) near the Weathersfield site. 

The Central New York Traffic Net meets also 
seven nights each week at 9:15 p.m. on the 
147.90/147.30 repeater in Syracuse. 

Both repeater sites are accessible to Rochester 
stations with good antenna systems, but running 
medium power, thus giving very wide coverage 
into many communities not previously accessible.
